Debs and His Associates Refuse ‘te 
Give Bond. 


THEIR MBALS ARE SENT TO THEM. 


Director Burns Is Ruuning the 
Strike in the West. 


PULLMAN SHOPS WILL SOON REOPEN, 


The Strikers Are Not Going Hungry by 
Any Mcans,and They Are Not Dis 
posed to Surrender. 


Citcago, July 18.—Debs and his compan- 
jons ere kept busy refusing offers to furnish 
bail, and adhere to their determination to 
stay in jail. They do not live en prison 
fare, however, but have their meals sent 
in from a neighboring restaurant. They 
spent several hours today in the visitors’ 
eage With other representatives of the 
union, and their relatives, arranging cor- 
respondence and directing the movement of 
the strike. A short visit was made to the 
office of their counsel for Gonsultation, 
The rest of the day was spent upon affairs 
of the organization, 

In the absence of Directors Hogan and 
Goodwin in the northwest, and on account 
of the imprisonment of four others,’ there 
was no quorum in the executive board 
available today. Director Burns practically 
had charge of affairs, although -the prison- 
ers were consulted and issued instructions 
in regard to the strike outside of Chicago. 

At Ulich’s hall the road committee re- 
ported that the union was not losing 
ground in Chicago. Director Burns, ad- 
dressing a mass meeting of strikers after- 
wards, said: “The western roads are badly 
crippled, and we are going to win if they | 
put 5,000 of us in jail.” " 
The shops at Pullman will probably be 
opened in a few days, but the strikers, by 
a large majority, do not intend to return to 
work at the reduced scale of wages until 
they are forced to do so by the pangs of 
hunger or the approach of winter. 

The total number of applications received 
by the Pullman company from strikers who 
want to return to work is seventy-five. 
The great body of strikers are getting 
plenty to eat just now from some unknown 
source, and every man, woman and girl 
is as full of fight as ever. 

Editor Austin, of the Ameficah Railway 
Union, said tonight that the woman's 
union at Pullman was the best of any of 
the 500 unions in the United States. 

Rev. H. W. Thomas, pastor of the Peo- 
ple’s church, said, after a conference today 
with Vice President Wickes, that there was 
a strong sentiment in favor 6f opening the 
sbop:.

Federal Troeps Ordered Of, 

Orders were received tnis afternoon by 
Adjutant General Maus, at the headquar- 
ters of General Miles, commanding the de- 
partment of Missouri, for the withdrawal 
of the federal troops now on duty in and 
about this city. ‘ 

This settles the question which has been 
the subject of much speculation Since the 
riotous demonstrations of the strikers sub- 
sided and which had been the cause of a 
good deal of talk and correspondence both 
formal and through the newspapers be- 
tween Mayor Hopkins and General Miles. 
The mayor has taken the position that, 
having had nothing to do with bringing 
the federal troops fiere, he would not ad- 
vise or have anything to do with their 
withdrawal, The order, he said, must 
come from the war department. 

General Miles had not had much to say, 
but has no doubt kept the federal authori- 
ties at Washington advised of the situation 
here from time to time, with the result 
that it is now thought safe to leave the 
local situation in the hands of the city 
officers, backed by the four regiments of 
State troops still on duty in the city. 

AAccording to the order received by Adju- 
tant General Maus, however, all of the 
regulars except the Ninth regiment of 

Sacketts Harbor, which will be sent home, 
Will be stationed at Fort Sheridan, as a 
reserve force, within easy call, should 
they be needed again. The troops affected 
by the order number about 200 men. De- 
tachments of regulars are now on guard 
at the government building and in several 
of the railroad yards and on their with- 
drawal these places will be guarded by the 
militia and police. The order was issued 
tcnight for the regulars to break camp 
in the morning. 

The First Break. 

Chicago, July 18.—The first break in the 
ranks of the Pullman strikers has occurred, 
10 Hollanders having “been put back to 
Work on the tacks back of the Pullman 
foundry. These men quit work when the 
Strike was declared, and stayed out. until 
how. No effort was made by the strikers 
to prevent the men from going to work. 
The Pullman company today posted the 
following notice: 

“The works will be opened as soon as the 
number of operatives taken is sufficient to 
Make a working force in all departments.

Los Angeles, Cal., July 18.—John Howarth 
and Martin Kelley, on trial for contempt 
before Judge Ross for violating an injunc- 
tion on the Atlantic and Pacific, were sen- 
tenced this morning to eight months each 
in the county jail. Judge Ross read a 
lengthy opinion in support of his action.

TROUBLE IN MONTANA. 


Troops Sent to Butte and Helena from 
Fort Assinniboine. ‘ 

St. Paul, Minn., July 18.—The action of 
the government in massing troops at Butte 
and Helena would indicate that the crisis 
is yet to come in Montana. At Butte eve- 
rything is tied up. 

At the Northern Pacific general office 
building it was learned tonight that a spe- 
cial train had left Fort Assinniboine, via 
the Great Northern, bearing troops to Hele- 
na.and Butte, where trouble is anticipated, 
The available force at Fort Assinn{boine 
consists of two troops of cavalry, one com- 
pany of Indians and four companies of in- 
fantry, numbering in all about 500 men, and 
the bulk of these were dispatched under 
orders and will probably reach Butte during 
the night. In addition it is understood that 
several additional companies will be sent 
from Omaha. The trouble lies with the 
miners who, it is said, have been quietly 
making preparations to join forces with the 
American Railway Union out there and re- 
peat the scenes in Chicago. Unless pre- 
cautions are taken much of the property 
owned by the Northern Pacific will be de- 
stroyed. 

Want Their Old Places Again. 

Memphis, Tenn., July 18.—The switchmen 
members of the American Railway Union 
who went out on a strike, today adopted 
resolutions condemning the. local officers 
of the American Railway Union for not 
trying tc cet their old places back for them. 
They declare the strike off in Memphis, 
so far as the switchmen are concerned, 
and the strikers will try for any position 
they can get. 

Strike Declared Off. 

Macon, Mo., July 18.—At a mass meeting 
of miners held at .Bevier, the coal strike 
was formally declared off, and the men 
allowed to return to work on the terms 
offered by their employers. 

Work will be resumed in all of the 
mines, excepting the Kansas and Texas 
No. 48, which will not be open for work 


; until September. 


Must Leave the City. 
Oakland, Cal., July 18.—E. T. Jost, a 
striker who was arrested in the uniform of 
a naval battalion and charged with cross- 
ing the dead lines as a spy, and on whore 
behalf a writ of habeas corpus was issued, 
has been liberated by the military au- 
thorities on condition of his leav:ng the 
city.

Jackson, Miss., July 18.—Last night, near 
Newton, Conductor K. Fy.

Mc- 
Elrod was struck: with sixty or seventy 
squirrel shot and is in a dangerous condi- 
tion.

. APPROPRIATIONS FOR INDIANS, 


The Senate Takes Up the Bill and 
: Considers It. 

Washington, July 18.—The Indian appro- 
priation bill was taken up. As it passed 
the house it appropriated $6,735,518; as re- 
ported to the senate from the committee 
on appropriation it is increased by $2,595,363, 
| nm-aking an aggregate of $9,327,386, as against 
$7,854,240 fcr the fiscal year of 18%. 

It was taken up at 1 o’clock p. m. and 
Was considered until 6 o’clock, when it 
went over without final action till tomor- 
rcw. It appropriates about nine and a 
half million dollars,_one and a half millions 
More than the amount appropriated for the 
fiscal year 1594. .The bill gave rise to very 
little discussion—that little being on the 
‘subject.af the education for Indian chil- 
dren and of the disproportionately large 
Share of the money which has gone in. re- 


mittee today. The committee ig held up on 
some other matters in the bill and has not 
been able to act finally upon the exposition 
amendments. Senator Gordon had a talk 
with Chairman Cockrell today. While he 
secured no direct promise, he believes Mr. 
Cockrell will agree to report the amend- | 
ment on the sundry civil bill. Senator 
Cockrell expressed the opinion that there | 
was hardly time to arrange for such a 
grand exposition as was proposed in a year. 
General Gordon assured him, however, that 
Atlanta could do the work. The commit- 
tee will act tomorrow. “ 

Captain’ Howell thinks tonight that.a fa- 
vorable report will be secured. Senator 
Walsh has been working among the sena- 
tors for several days and has secured many 
pledges to vote for the bill. If reported to- 
morrow, and it probably will be, the bill is 
certain to pass. 

Simply Wasting Time. 

The conference committee on the tariff 
bill agreed to disagree today. Each set of 
conferees will report a disagreement to their 
respective houses tomorrow and the entire 
question will be aired in both houses. The 
conferees will have to explain just why 
they could not agree. Of course, sugar, 
coal and iron are the schedules over which 
the deadlock has occurred. Neither house 
will recede. The chances are that when 
the vote is taken tomorrow each house will 
sustain the action of its conferees, and an- 
other conference will be ordered. In the 
end one house or the other will have to 
yield on these schedules. At present the 
leaders of both houses declare they will 
never yield. 

Speaker Crisp, who returned this morning, 
endorses the action of the house conferees 
strongly. He wants the coal, iron and su- 
gar schedules of the original house Dill. 
He is not disposed to allow the senate to 
bluff the house, but believes in standing 
out until the senate is forced to yield. The 
debate tomorrow promises to be decidedly 
interesting in both houses.

Alabama has eighty-nine appointments 
in the interior, where she is entitled to 177. 
There are consequently eighty-eight more 
places in the interior department which 
belong to Alabama. There are also sixty- 
five places which belond to South Carolina, 
eleven belonging to Florida, fifty-seven be- 
longing to Mississippi, seventy-one belong- 
ing to Tennessee and 185 belonging to 
Texas.

Several bitls were passed, including one 
to encourage the reclamation of arid lands 
and their cultivation and sale in small 
tracts to actual settlers. 

After. a short executive session, the cen- 
ate, at 6:15 o’clock, adjourned until tomor- 
row. 


THE PROGRAMME ANNOUNCED. 


Measures Which Will Be Introduced 
; in Parliament, 

London, July 18.—The house of commons 
was crowded today, in anticipation of Sir 
William Harcourt’s announcement of the 
government’s programme for the remainder 
of the session. 

The chancellor of the exchequer was 
greeted “with prolonged cheers when he 
arose to make the announcement. He said 
that it was clearly impractical to proceed 
With some of the great measures to which 
the government was pledged, such as the 
Welch church disestablishment bill and the 
local veto bill. The passage of these bills 
would constitute a part of the work of the 
next session. 

Sir William thought that the house, be- 
fore being prorogued, could deal with the 
excited tenants’ bill, the equalization of the 
London rates bill, the Scotch local govern- 


Ment bill and the miners’ eight hour bill. 


_The first of these, the evicted tenants’ bill, 
was of pressing importance, and next in 
poimt of urgency was the equalization of 
the London rates bill. He also mentioned a 
number of minor measures, which, he said, 
the government was hopeful of passing in 
season to enable the house to rise at the 
end of August. 

Mr. Balfour said he thought the govern- 
m-nt’s programme, as outlined, was better 
suited to the beginning than to the ending 
of a session. There still remained about 
a month’s business in dealing with the sup- 
plies bill, which would leave ten days for 
the consideration of four great measures 
and many others which, though of lesser 
consequence, were still full of material for 
debate. Besides this, several members had 
prepared a series of questions congarning 
other measures which required careful at- 
tention. 

Sir William Harcourt declined to make 
any further statement and the house pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the army es- 
timates, 


SENATOR MORGAN ANNOUNCES. 


He Declares His Candidacy and De- 
clines to Divide Time. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 18.—(Special.)— 
Senator Morgan spoke at Bessemer last 
night and for the first time made the an- 
nouncement of his candidacy for re-election 
to the senate. Before the speaking a local 
Kolbite committeeman approached Senator 
Morgan with a proposition that he divide 
time with Kolb and Bowman. The sena- 
tor’s reply was a cutting one. He told the 
Kolb ‘man that if Kolb and Bawman were 
democrats, as they claimed to be, even as- 
serting that they were better democrats 
than he, there was no occasion for a joint 
debate between democrats. He was not 
here to debate with democrats, as there 
was but one democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor in the field, and that was Colonel 
Oates. If Mr. Kolb would come forward 
under his true cclors and acknowledge him- 
self to be a republican he would engage in 
a joint debate with him. 

The serfator was also willing to meet 
any candidate for the United States senate. 

“I am a candidate for re-election to the 
United States senate,” remarked General 
Morgan, “and am ready to meet and de- 
bate with any candidate for that office. I 
am not a candidate for governor and am 
not engaging in any joint discussions with 
a democratic candidate for the office, as 
Mr. Kolb claims to be.” 

After this reply the Kolb people went off 
to a hall and held their own meeting.

TILLMAN’S WORDS OF HOPE AND CHEER. 


The State Is Notified That Its Bars 
Are Not Dead. 


BUTLER PERSISTS IN SPEAKING, 


; An Effort to Howl Him Down Pails—The 


Governor Makes a Fierce Speech—He 
Had the Orowd as Usual. 


Aiken, 8S. C., July 18.—(Special.)}—“I am 
going to open the dispensaries on the Ist 
of August, I think,’ said Governor Till- 
man in his campaign speech here today. 

This announcement and an attempt to 
howl down General Butler and the govern- 
or’s vitriolic attack on Cleveland and the 
democracy constitute about all of interest 
developed in the meeting. There were 1,000 
persons present and they were disposed to 
be orderly, with a few exceptions. 

General Butler stated that he was glad 
personalities had been dropped, and he 
hoped Tillman would not throw any focks 
at him any more, as he (Butler) was bound 
to hit him about.thirty-nine times in re- 
turn as sure as fate. 

“Tillman! Tillman! Tillman!’ rang out 
from many throats, led by a few obstrep- 
erous fellows, and for a while nothing else 
could be heard. : 

“Oh, I understand that, but you are not 
going to howl me down,” creid General 
Butler. 

At this the shouts were redoubled, but 
they caught a tartar. General Butler 
caught sight of a howler with a committee 
badge on and he pitched into him. ‘You 
have no right,” he shouted, ‘‘to stand there 
with a committee badge and howl me 
down, and you shall not do it.’”’ 

Not to Be Howled Down. 

Chairman Gaston started to take hoid of 
the crowd, but General Butler waved him 
back and said he was going to speak if he 
had to stay there till night. The general 
looked at one or two fellows who were still 
lustily shouting for Tillman and told them 
if there was any person who had anything 
personal against him he would give him all 
the fight he wanted after the meeting. 

“I am not going to be bully-ragged,” he 
declared. “I see through the whole busi- 
ness. I saw it this morning and saw these 
men were put there for the purpose. But 
you can just make up your minds that I am 
going to speak.’’ There was fire in the gen- 
eral’s eye, and the howlers quaiied before 
the old warrior, and bis determined talk 
soon quelled them. 

A Voice—Shake hands with me and say 
that Wall street owns the United States. 

General Butier—I won’t do anything of 
the kind, because it is not true. (Applaue.) 
It does not own me. There is.not enough 
money in the United States to buy me, 
with all your rings and cliques, and who- 
ever says the senators were bought by 
Wall street commits a deliberate slander 
upon them, no matter who he is.” 

Tillman Is Violent, 

In his speech Governor Tillman said that 
Cleveland had commended the formation of 
national democratic leagues in the. south, 
as it would help make the, people redeem 
their pledges. 

“My God,’”’ the governor continued, “why 
does a man have so much cheek? What 
has become of the democratic platform on 
which he was nominated? As soon as he 
got in office he carried out the trade he 
made with those bondholding scoundrels 
and thieves of Wall street. He called con- 
gress together and used his patronage to 
seduce and debauch and buy enough con- 
gressmen and senators to demonetize silver 
by the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act.

Candidate El- 
lerbe, indeed; has been pressing him hard 
for a fortnight, belaboring him and his 
record mercilessly m the campaign meet- 
ings, and “tackling low,” to use the foot- 
ball phrase, even in this warm weather.

All in all, there is a 
strong prospect now that John Gary Evans 
will occupy the executive mansion next 
year.

Occasionally Senator Butler 
springs a new batch of dispensary figures, 
and once in a while Tillman is.rabid enough 
to bring the senator to his feet, but nearly 
always it is the same tale about free sil- 
ver, State banks, fiat money and the cor- 
ruption of Wall street and Cleveland. 
Tillman was probably strengthened by the 
Charleston meeting, just as Evans was. 
The country people will not stop to cone 
outrageous insults to Charleston, and here- 
after he will be praised as a martyr who 
has been persecuted by city thugs. 

Vagve Shadows of a Dark Horse. 

On the 26th of July the state alliance will 
meet in Aiken. It is hinted that this body 
may insist upon bringing out a candidate 
for the United States senate who will ac- 
cept their entire platform, including the 
demands for the subtreasury and govern- 
mental control of the railroads and telegraph 
lines, which Tillman rejects. The Cotton 
Plant, the state alliance organ, has been 
printing communications for weeks which 
lend color to this suggestion, and the issue 
of this week fairly rages with them. Some 
of them, purporting to come from former 
adherents of Tillman, are the reverse of 
complimentary to him, and charge him 
with a downright betrayal of alliance prin- 
ciples. It is not likely, though, distasteful 
as Governor Tillman is to the more ex- 
treme Ocalaites, that an allianceman will 
be found reckless enough to enter the list 
against ‘“‘Brave Ben.” 


AGAINST THE LIQUOR DEALERS, 


Satolli Approves There Being Exe 

pefled from Catholic Societies, 

New York, July 18.—The Tribune, tomore 
row will say: 

‘Monsignor Satolli, the apostolic delegate, 
has just given a decision condemning the 
liquor traffic, and especially as it is carried 
on in the United States, and approving the 
expulsion of liquor dealers from Catholic so 
cieties, 

“This decision was called forth by an ap- 
peal from the ruling of Bisiop John A. 
Watterson, of Columbus, O., and was. made 
by one of the societies within its jurisdic 
tion. 

“During last Lenten season, Bishop Wat- 
terson addressed a letter to the clergy of 
his diocese to be read before their congrega- 
tions. The letter dealt wholly with the tem- 
perance problem, and in the course of this 
pastoral communication, Bishop Watterson 
said: 
“*I hereby withdraw my approbation of 
any and every Catholic society or branch 
or division thereof, in this diocese that has 
a liquor dealer or saloon keeper at its head 
or among its officers, and 1 suspend every 
such society itself from the rank and privi- 
lege as a Catholic society until it ceased so 
officered.’ 

“An appeal was made from Bishop Wat- 
terson to Monsignor Satolli with the result 
that Satolli sustained the bishop in these 
words: 

“1. Bishops have the right and duty te 
guard faith and morals within the limits 
of their diocese. They are the divinely ap- 
pointed judges in such matters and hence 
no society or individual layman has the 
right to set Such decision at defiance. The 
mere fact that such decision may be the 
cause of temporal joss does not justify op- 
position, as the temporal must give way te 
the spiritual good, and private good must 
give away to public good. 

‘“*%. The liquor traffic, and especially as 
conducted here in the United States, is 
the source of much evil; hence the bishop 
was acting within his rights in seeking to 
restrict it. 

** 3. Therefore, the delegate apostolic sus- 
tains Bishop Watterson’s action, and ap- 
proves of his circular letter and refutation 
concerning saloons and the expulsion of sa- 
loon keepers from membership in Catholise 
societies. ”’ 


THE FIGHT AGAINST ANARCHISTS, 


Debate on the Bill Closed by a Vote 
of Closure. 

Paris, July 18.—In the chamber of depu-. 
ties today M. Goblet combated the govern- 
ment’s anti-anarchist bill, claiming that if 
the measure became a law it would be a 
violation of individual liberty and the free- 
dom of the press. M. Goblet also classed 
the proposed measure as reactionary and 
supported the jury system as being ‘a safe- 
guard against the arbitrary influence of the 
government.”” The true remedy, according 
to M. Goblet, was not repression, but deme 
cratic reform. 

M. Guerin, the minister of justice, sald 
that the peril was increasing and that they 
must. “uproot’ the abominable sect.

ONE DEAD AND THE OTHER WOUNDED. 


The Brave Marsbal Was Shot in the 
Breast—East Point the Scene 
of the Shooting. 


One dead negro, shot through the heart, 
another desperately wounded in two places, 
and a bullet in the body of East Point's 
brave marshal are the outcome of arrests 
made early this morning in that town. 


going to the town lock-up in charge of 
Marshal Ryan, when one of them shot the 
marshal in the chest and the other turned 
and fled to make good the escape that 
seemed certain. 

The bullet fired at Marshal Ryan struck 
the breast bone and glanced entirely around 
the body, leaving him comparatively un- 
harmed, but in a stunned condition. The 
first negro died instantly, but the second 
may recover. One bullet went through his 
left side and another through the body. 

The shooting occurred near the depot in 
East Point at 12:30 o'clock a.m, and 
created an excitement, which was fanned 
into intensity when the story of the attempt 
to assassinate Marshal Ryan was told. 

Marshal Ryan, while making one of his 
regular roungs of the town, came upon two 
negroes. They were loafing about in a 
suspicious manner, and the marshal’s at- 
tention was directed to them. He watched 
their movements for some time and be- 
came thoroughly convinced that they were 
chicken thieves, 
chance to make a raid. 


started with them, to the lock-up. 
made no demonstration whatever, but went 
quietly along. 

In order that he might have both men 
directly in front of him, Marshal Ryan 


their hands to the front. One of the men 
must have had a pistol m his inside coat 
pocket, for when the depot was reached he 
wheeled suddenly with a shining revolver 
clutched ‘in his hand, and, before the 
marshal had realized what was happening, 
fired straight at Ryan’s heart. 

The bullet struck Marshal Ryan in the 
chest, but, instead of keeping straight 
ahead, glanced around the ribs. With the 
flash of the pistol, the marshal, half stunned 
as he was, drew his own gun and, beforea 
second shot could be fired by the negro, 
fired in réturn, the bullet going through 
the negro’s heart, and causing him to throw 
up his hands and fall to the ground. He 
died instantly. 

The second negro broke in a run up the 
railroad track. Marshal Ryan, although 
wounded and weakened from the effects of 
the shock, called upon him to halt, and 
began a rapid pursuit. The negro kept run- 
ning, and about a hundred yards from the 
depot Marshal Ryan fired at him. At the 
second shot the negro cried out and fell 
to the ground. 

It-was discovered that he was shot in 
two places, as described, but«<H€ seems to 
be in a fair way to recovef.

A Good Primary System. 

At the last democratic mass meeting 
which elected the present county exec- 
utive committee the committee was in- 
structed to consolidate our primaries 
and hold them on the same day. 

Yesterday’s primary was the first one 
held under the new system, and nomi- 
nations were made for congress, the 
legislature and the county offices. This 
is infinitely better than the old way, 
when three separate days were devoted 
to as many primaries, first, for congress, 
second, for the legislature, and third, 
for the county offices. 

The consolidation of the primaries 
saves all the time and labor formerly 
wasted on the two extra days. It is a 
great improvement upon the old system, 
and the different offices involved bring 
out a larger and more representative 
class of voters. The will of the people 
is more thoroughly expressed in such a 
primary as was held yesterday, and it 
is to be hoped that Fulton’s plan will 
find favor in other counties.

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The Volume of Currency. 

The men who have controiled our 
Ginancial legislation since 1873 have been 
contracting the circulation as our popu- 
lation increased. 

Their theory seems to be that the 
more people a country has, the smaller 
the per capita circulation may be. The 
creditor classes and the money lenders 
find this a very profitable theory. The 
demonetization of silver and the retire- 
ment of paper currency increase the 
purchasing power of every dollar that 
is left, and as most of the money of 
the country is congested in the east, the 
capitalists of that section have the 
west and south practically at their 
mercy. 

Our readers who are old enough to 

remember something of the finan- 
cial history of the country, and 
who have studied the subject, take no 
stock in the cry that we have too much 
money and should reduce its volume. 
They say that after the war when we 
had a big volume of currency times were 
better*than they have ever been before 
or since. Then, all who desired employ- 
ment found work at good wages. Then 
was our best- era of town building 
and railway construction. The cur- 
rency was congested in no one section. 
It was distributed throughout the coun- 
try seeking investment. Exchanges 
were quickened and men. sold _ their 
products without delay and spent their 
money for other products which they 
needed, This quickening of exchanges 
is the great advantage of having an 
abundant supply of money. It raises 
prices, stimulates trade and industry, 
and keeps everybody employed. Under 
the present system of contraction men 
in fairly good~cireumstances find it 
flifficult to exchange their products be- 
rause the medium of exchange—the cur- 
rency—is lacking. The great west and 
the great soyth have to depend upon 
New York for the money to move their 
crops, and when the moreéyed men of 
the metropolis decide to hold to their 
turrency, business and industry through- 
put the continent are paralyzed. 

It will be said that if we expand our 
firculation it will not benefit people un- 
less they haye something of value to 
exchange for money.. Admitting this to 
be true, it is also a fact that the man 
with something of value to sell does not 
have to wait ard sell at half price when 

money is abundant. The cry of over- 

_ production is not heard then. People 
are making money, their wants in- 
prease and they buy more.

The Record of Ten Years, 

In his recent speech before the South- 
(rn Exchange, of New York city, Mr. 
R. H. Edmonds, editor of The Balti: 
more Manufacturers’ Record, made a 
marvelous exhibit of the progress of 
the south in ten years. 

Mr. Edmonds said of this period: 

It has demonstrated to the world that th 
iron, cotton and lumber manufacture it is 
no longer a question as to whether the 
south can compete with other sections, but 
it is a question as to whether other sections 
can hold their own against the south. 
Southern cotton mills practically monopolize 
the coarse goods trade and are rapidly 
pushing into the production of finer goods. 
Alabama is today making iron at less than 
$6.50 per ton and able experts have lately 
reported that the Carolinas can produce the 
best grades of “Bessemer iron for steelmak- 
ing at less than $8 a ton. 

In 1880 the south had total farm assets 
of $2,314,000,000, by 1890 they had increased 
to $8,152,000,000, an increase of 37 per cent, 
while during the same period the increase in 
all other states and territories was only 30 
per cent. This, it should be remembered, 
was accomplished by the south without the 
aid of immigration, while the west had the 
benefit of nearly 5,000,000 foreigners, who set- 
tled there within that period, 

The total value of the farm products of 
the south in 1880 was $666,000,000, against 
$1,550,000,000 for the remainder of the country. 
In 1890 the south produced of farm products 
$773,000,000, a gain of $107,000,000, or 16 per 
cent, while the gain in all other states and 
territories was only §$141,000,000, or 9 per 
cent. With total farm assets of $3,182,000,000 
in 1890 the south’s farm products were worth 
$773,000,000, or a gross revenue of 24.1 per 
cent on the capital. All other sections com- 
bined had $12,797,000,000 in farm operations 
and the product was $1,687,000,000, or 13.1 
per cent gross revenue, Thus the south’s 
farm interests yielded on the capital in- 
vested nearly $2 for every dollar yielded 4n 
Other sections. Moreover, by reason of the 
lower cost of living, because of less fuel, 


less heavy clothing and less expense in all 
farm operations, the net results in favor of 
the southern farmer are still greater, 

Taking up our manufacturing -inter- 
ests, the speaker gave the following 
eondensed summary: 

Turning from agriculture to ma&nufactur- 
ing we find that in 1880 the south had a 
manufacturing eapital of $257,000,000, which 
by 1890 had increased to $459,000,000, a gain 
of 156 per cent, while the gain in the entire 
country was only 120 per cent. The value 


' ef the south’s manufacturing products rose 


from $457,000,000 in 1880 to $917,000,000 in 1820, 
a gain of 100 per cent against an increase of 
only 69 per cent n the whole country. The 
wages paid to factory hands increased from 
$75,900,000 in 1880 to $222,000,000 in 1890. The 
cotton mills of the south represented an 
investment in 1880 of $21,900,000. Now over 
$97,000,000 is invested in southern cotton 
mills. 

As late as 1886 southern mills consumed 
only one-fourth as much cotton as those 
of New England—now they use one-half as 
much. Cotton seed was a waste product 
fifteen years ago; now nearly 300 cotton 
seed oil mills represent an investment of 
about $40,000,000. In 1880 the south mined 
6,000,000 tons of coal; in 1890 nearly 28,000,000 
tons. In 1880 the south made 397,000 tons of 
pig iron; in 1893 nearly 1,600,000 tons, 

Turning to the census report of 1890 the 
true value of property shows the most 
wonderful revelation of southern advance- 
ment. In 1880 the south had of real and 
personal property a total of $7,600,000,000. 
Between 1880 and 1890 there was an increase 
of $3,800,000,000, against an increase of $3,900,- 
000,000 in the New England and middle 
states combined, the percentage of gain 
in the former being over 60 and in theslat- 
ter 22 per cent only. 

This wonderful showing should speak 
for itself?" Ten years ago our own agyi- 
cultural, manufacturing and wining 
products aggrégated in annual value 
about $1,200,000,000; now, they are 
about $2,000,000,000. Our increase ing 
population during that period was only 
about 15 per\cent, so it follows that 
practically the same people who- ten 
years agoewere producing $1,200,000,000 
now turn out $800,000,000 additional. 
They have also more than doubled their 
railway mileage, treBled and quad- 
rupled the traffic, more than quad- 
rupled their iron and | coal production, 
$2,000,000,000 to the assessed value of 
their property, and $3,500,000,000 to its 
true value and more than doubled their 
banking capital. 

These facts and figures are only a 
foretaste of what is yet to come.

‘the old cutthroat’s object, and after a 
‘generation of peace it ig mortifying to

When Virginia hurg John Brown she 
set a needed example to all states that 
are menaced by such foes, If a south- 
ern outlaw should ever invade the 
north on an errand of arson, pillage 
and murder, we hope that he will be 
Sent to the gallows, although he may 
plead that he was trying to emancipate 
the masses from conditions somewhat 
resembling slavery. 

No monuments shonld be raised any- 
where to such public enemies. 


Going Too Far. 

Among the amendments to the con- 
stitution offered in the New York con- 
vention is the following: 

No inmate of any prtson, penitentiary, 
jail, asylum, hospital, house of refuge, re- 
formatory, house of detention, almshouse or 
poorhouse, or of any other institution for 
the confinement or care of accused or con- 
victed persons, invalids or paupers, shall, 
as a punishment, he whipped or flogged, 
or made to suffer bodily pain by any man- 
ner of torture, or be deprived of necessary 
food or drink, or be confined in a dungeon. 

The New York World wants this 
amendment adopted, and speaks of 
whipping as a barbaric punishment. 

We are, of course, opposed to the use 
of the lash in asylums, poorhouses, jails 
and city prisons, but in the penitentiary 
where dangerous felons are confined it 
is necessary to use the lash and the dun- 
geon at times. It is the only way to 
preserve order arid make the convicts 
do their work. A distinction should be 


drawn between men who are only im- — 


prisoned for debt and the felons who are 
sent to the penitentiary. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A Washington correspondent tells this 
story: “The efficacy of a black cat as a 
lightning red has been too frequently the 
subject of discussion and assertion to be 
treated at length at the present time, the 
drift of which is to show the apt manner in 
which an illustration of this popular belief 
can be deduced from an incident that Qe- 
curred on the evening of the 4th of July 
to the wife of a well-known business man 
of Washington. On the evening 
in question the young matron 
had been expending considerable’ time 
and attention upon a handsome 
black cat, which she continued to stroke, 
notwithstanding the assertion of her family 
that by so doing she was charging herself 
with electricity. Finally, after dark, the 
young matron decided that a pleasant way 
of winding up the evening would be to go 
for a ride on the eleetrie car to Bethesda. 
Accordingly, inviting two of her friends to 
accompany her, she set out for the ride in 
high spirits, The trio found places together 
near the middle of the car, and had gone 
a short distance beyond the power house 
when their conversation avas interrupted 
by the conduetor hurriedly bending over 
them as though to avert some catastrophe 
beneath and telling them to leave the car 
with all speed, as it was on fire Scarcely 
had they left their seats before a sheet of 
flame burst through the floor just beneath 
the very spot over wnich the young matron 
had been sitting, the electrécal apparatus 
beneath having ignited at that very point.” 


Says a Washington letter: ‘(For some rea- 
son or other President Cleveland will not 
allow a portrait of his wife to be painted. 
He lets her sit before a photographer’s cam- 
era as much as she likes, but has repeatedly 
refused to permit her to give sittings to an 
artist. Toward the close of his first term 
a number of her friends and admirers in 
New York desired to present her portrait to 
the government and sent a well-known ar- 
tist over here to do the work, but much to 
his surprise and theirs also the president ve- 
toed the plan. He gave no reasons except 
that Mrs. Cleveland was not an official and 
therefore her portrait was not a suitable 
ornament for a public place like the exec- 
utive mansion, but there does not seem to 
be any sense in the objection, for the por- 
traits of Martha Washington, Mrs. Madison, 
Mrs. Polk, Mrs. Tyler, Mrs. Van Buren 
(the wife of Prince John), Mrs. Hayes and 
Mrs. Harrison are hanging there, and she 
would certainly be in very good company. 
It is a curious rule that while congress ap- 
propriates money for the purchase of por- 
traits of presidents, it makes no provision 
for thus honoring their wives, and all the 
pictures I have enumerated have been pre- 
sented to the government. The picture of 
Mrs. Van Buren, who was a daughter-in-law 
of the president of that name, was left to 
the government ‘as a legacy by her hus- 
band. The ladies of Tennessee gave that 
of Mrs. Polk, and the ladies of Virginia that 
of Mrs. Tyler. Mrs. Hayes’s picture was 
presented by the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, and Mrs, Harrison’s by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. The 
picture of Mrs. Madison belongs to Mr. BE. 
F. Andrews, the artist who painted it, and 
he hopes to. persuade congress to purchase 
it some time.”

PROSPERITY AND PEACE. 


Currency Contraction, Hard Timés, 
Sirikes and Anarchy Go Together. 
Speaking the other day to the resolution 

of Senator Daniel, of Virginia, sustaining 

the president in sending troops to Chicago, 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, said: 

“Mr. President, before a vote is taken 
upon the resolution of the senator from 
Virginia or any question related to the pres- 
ent condition of the country I think we 
ought to view the object lesson presented. 
I concur with all that has been said with 
regard to the absolute necessity of the en- 
forcement of law. Upon that question there 
can be no difference of opinion. But grave 
difficulties confront us. We are confronted 
by a situation more graveand threatening 
than any which has been presented beforg 
in the whole histery of the republic. 

It is stated on all hands that wages 
must be reduced; that currency must be 
reduced to meet a narrow and still narrow- 
er basis of circulation and trade, and that 
prices must continue to decrease under the 
present conditions. What does that ‘mean? 
The reduction and continuous reduction of 
wages in this country means a continuous 
struggle between the government and the 
people—a contest which must bring misery 
to every household. It is possible that there 
is no relief, that no remedy can be devised 
to stop the fall of prices and the necessary 
reduction of wages.? 

Falling prices and lower wages mean 
a lower civilization and harder conditions. 
The history of,the world tells us that when 
wages fall the people approximate to a 
condition of slavery. Look at.the condition 
of the people of the various countries of 
the globe. We find where wages are lowest 
the people are the most ignorant and de- 
graded. The wages of 600,000,000 people now 


+ living on the globe average from 1 cent to 


6 cents a day. I know no better criterion 
of the condition of civilization than the rate 
of wages paid. While the United States 
was able to pay the best wages of any 
country of the world we were the proudest 
and happiest peopie in the world; but if 
the wages of this country must be reduced 
mot to the Asiatic basis of from 1 to 6 cents 
@ day, but to the European basis of from 
50 to 60 per cent lower than the basis of 
this country, a fearful struggle awaits us. 

In making war upon labor, which the 
present laws require, we shall be putting 
free institutions to a test more than the 
civil-war—more severe than anything which 
has preceded. 

‘I beg sendtors here and now to think 
of the contest that is before us. In the next 
twelve months under present conditions 
wages must be reduced at least 68 per 
cent. After having enjoyed the advantages 
of high wages and prosperity and means 
of educating their children, it is hard for 
the people to meet the sudden and direful 
change which is necessary under existing 
laws. Is it not possible for us to relieve 
the people from this. destiny and to take 
the bitter cup from their lips? 

‘Business is stagnant and must become 
more so. Men will not engage in enterprise 
with falling prices. The money of the coun- 
try is congested tn the money centers. It 
is congested in the banks. Nobody wants to 
take it out, and why? Because investments 
in property have been disastrous; because 
the prospect of gain in business is de- 
stroyed; because the opportunity of the 
youth of the land to acquire wealth and 
prosperity is gone; because nothing but dis- 


aster stares us in thé face. If we attempt~ 


to put the money in use it will not be 
used under present conditions; it will be 
hoarded and monopolized and used for the 
purpose of wrecking what is left. 

“Tf it were known now that twelve 
months from today there would be an 
abundance of money in this country the 
money wolild leave your banks and be in- 
vested in property, because everybody 
would know that property would go up, 
that industries would he revived and 
that strikes would cease. Then you would. 
have no necessity for armies; you would. 
have no necessity for harsh measures. If 
you will make the people prosperous they 
will trample down anarchy, as they have

It is one thing to cast a political horo- 
scope of the future by what ene hopes will 
be and another to cast it by what is 
justified by facts.

Tbe Date of Sale Not Yet Fixed—The Sale 
Will Take Place at Rome—The 
Terms of the Sale. 


The Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
gailroad is to be sold and Mr. Robert C. 
Alston, of Atlanta, has been appointed 
commissioner to sell it. 

A decree to this effect has been entered 
in the office of the United States district 


court. - 

The Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
road has been under the management of the 
Central of Georgia. It runs from Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., to Carrollton, Ga., and tra- 
verses one of the best sections of Georgia. 

The sale is to take place at the passen- 
ger depot at Rome, Ga., on such a day as 
shall be fixed by the commissioner appoint- 
ed to make the sale. 

Under the direction of the court no bid 
ghall be accepted for a sum less than $500,- 
000, and no bid will be accepted unless the 
bidder deposits with the commissioner $25,- 
000 in bonds or certified check as a guaran- 
tee of good faith. 

The purchaser or purchasers shall, as a 
part of the consideration for such sale and 
an addition to the payment of the sum or 
gums bid, take the property purchased, upon 
the express condition that he or they will 
pay off and satisfy any and all claims filed 
in this cause, including all claims of alj 
contractors, mechanics or vendors’ claim-

LAUGHED AT THE STORY. 


Hailroad Men Smiled at a Rumored 
Resignation. 

Prominent railroad men in the service of 
the Southern Railway Company were 
trying to run down the report that has 
been scattered by certain newspapers to 
the effect that General Manager W. H. 
Green had resigned and that Third Vice 
President Baldwin has succeeded him. 

The first time the news was heard in 
‘Atlanta by the officials of the road was 
when the Asheville paper was read by 
the exchange man in the headquarters of 
the road here. The men simply laughed 
at the report and said nothing about it. 
That was several days ago. Then caine the 
Columbia paper with great flaming head- 
lines telling the same story. This likewise 
a'so simply brought laughter and discredit 
to the men who work for the Southern in 
this city. They continued to say nothing 
about it. 

The: Atlanta Journal was next to take 
the story up and hurl it out to the world 
with perfectly absurd statements with 
respect to causes and suspicions. This 
story was amusing. 

The dispatch that came from Washington 
to The Ccnstitution denying the report at 
the instance of certain officials of the 
Richmond and Danville gave the straight 
of the whole business, but it was already 
clear to the. average railroad man who 
knows anything about the situation that 
the story that was thus going the rounds 
was a miserable fake. 

General Manager Green is one of the 
ablest railroad men in the whole country 
and his services are indispensable. The 
Southern Railway Company could not well 
get along without him. He has been in 
the service of the lines composing the svs- 
tem for many years. His marv friends 
throughout the south rejoice at nis ap- 
pointment as general manager of the great- 


est system of railroads ever organized in 


‘this region of the country. 

Nobody believed ‘the report that he had 
resigned, but that newspapers ought to be 
careful about the truth of what they rub- 
lish at random affecting railroad inter- 
ests, every prominent railroad man in At- 
lanta agrees. :

in the Alabama Great Southern Railway 
Company, limited, and the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific Company. It !s 
reported that a syndicate has been formed 
to purchase the property at the sale in 
the interest of the Richmond Terminal or- 
ganization. 

Changing the Auditing System. 

The Southern Railway Compuny has not 
yet made any public announcement as to 
who will, be the officers of the western 
division, but the company has taken-hold 
of the old East Tennessee, Virzinia and 
Gecrgia to the extent of making several 
changes already. 

Among these, it has been thought wise 
to change the system of auditing accounts 
of agents of the company on the western 
division to the system employed by the 
Richmond «nd Danville division. 

All of the local agents of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia have been 
nctifed of the change and they will soon 
begin to submit their reports in quite a 
different way. 


NO IDEA OF ‘RESIGNING. 


Gencial Manager Green Settles the 
Absurd Report Beyond Doubt. 

Washington, July 18.—(Special.)—I saw 
Captain W. H. Green, general manager of 
the Southern Railroad Company, today in 
reference to the rumor that he intended to 
resign. 

“There is not the slightest foundation fos 
any such rumor,” said he. “I have never 
thought of resigning and I regret very mu*8 
that any such reports have been published, 
as they are calculated to do harm.” 

Captain Green has spent his life in the 
service of this railroad system and he is 
looked upon by the new owners as second 
to no general manager in America. 

From 1865 until 1871/Captain Green was 
with the North Carolina railroad. When 
the Richmond and Danville leased that road 
he was retained and remained as master 
of transportation until 1875. Then he was 
made superintendent of the Richmond and 
Danville with headquarters at Richmond. 
He remained there until 1888, when he was 
made general superintendent of the entire 
system with headquarters at Washington. 
In 1889 he was made assistant general man- 
ager in cOnnection with the office of super- 
intendent and in 1891 was made general 
manager, which position he will continue 
to hold. Captain Green is a native of 
South Carolina and is fifty-five years of 
age. 


South Carolinians Here. 

One of the greatest excursions of the sea- 
son came in last evening on the Richmond 
and Danville from South Carolina. 

The train was a long one and brought 
more than 250 people from the Palmetto. 
State to the Gate City. They arrived at 
twilight and will spend the day here, re- 
turning this evening.

They were pleased 
with the run down over the Richmond and 
Danville, and were well taken care of by 
the men who had charge of the excursion.

Officer Buchanan 
did not put in an appearance, Judge Cal- 
houn decided to continue the case until 
the 27th of June. I again ‘appeared, bul 
was informed that Buchanan’was sfill un- 
prepared to produce any testimony. After 
informing the judge that I was anxious for 
the case to come to trial, Judge Calhoun 
replied that he would again postpone the 
case until ‘July lith, at which time Mr. 
Buchanan must appear or he (the judge) 
would dismiss the case, for it was evident 
to myself, as well as to the many reputable 
physicians of our city who were in court 
ready to testify to the truth in the case, 
if called upon, that I was being humbugged 
by the flimsy charge. When the case came 
to trial yesterday afternoon a number of 
the leading physicians of the city were not 
at all surprised when the court decided to 
dismiss the case and exonerated Dr, 
Couch from any charge.

COL. JAMES TALKS. | 


He Is Just Beck from Washington and 
New York. 


PROSPEROUS TIMES ARE AHEAD, 


Colonel James Gives a Charming Report of 
the Situation in the North and East. 
The Exposition Generally Endorsed, 


District Attorney Joe James is back home 
again after'a pleasant visit of several days 
to Washington and New York. 

He reached the city yesterday over the 
Southern railway. 

Speaking of his trip north, the genial 
colonel was enthusiastic. 

He went to Washington on business con- 
nected with his department, and his inter- 
view with Attorney General Olney on office 
matters was especially pleasant. It is un- 
derstood that he congratuiated Colonel 
James very heartily on the showing omade 
by his department for the twelve months 
ending on July ist. 

Colonel James, it seems, has made a 
record that is remarkably fine. He has dis- 
posed of 814 cases since he took charge of 
the office twelve months ago. About 70 per 
cent of these were convictions. The record 
shows that he has disposed of more felony 
cases in twelve months than his predeces- 
sors did in four years and the net earnings 
of his office have largely exceeded its ex- 
penses. There are about 500 felony cases 
now on hand. 

The treasurer and attorney general ex- 
pressed themselves as highly pleased with 
the show:ng made and said that the depart- 
ment compares with any in the United 
States. . 

“Everybody in Washington,” said Colonel 
James, “has an eye on the south. The fact 
that there has been no labor troubles here 
gives rise to general comment, and it will 
eventually bring no little capital here. The 
unlimited resources of the south and the 
loyalty of our people to law and order are 
attracting especial attention by reason of 
the labor disturbances in the east and west. 

“The appropriation for the exposition will 
go through with a rush and I think we 
can safely depend upon a deluge of exhib- 
its and visitors from the north. You have 
no idea how the people are talking about 
the exposition and the south in general. 

“Our section is in better fix than any 
part of the union. Do you know that there 
is more property under mortgage in the 
state of Kansas alone than there is in the 
entire south? Well, it is a fact and those 
people up there are beginning to investigate 
the matter. 

“But,”’ continued Colonel James, “I am 
satisfied that better times are dawning 
for the country at large. 

“The uncertainties of the tariff bill has 
kept ‘industry and business of all kinds in 
a state of suspension. The provision of 
the bill have nothing to do with the situa- 
tion. 

“I understand that the government is 
preparing to coin a large amount of silver 
dollars. I cannot exactly understand why 
this is to be done if not as an experiment. 
It is certainly not for the purpose of tak- 
ing up the silver certificates, as the money 
is already in the treasury for that pur- 
pose. 

“Judge Hines in his speeches announces 
himself in favor of the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on state banks and blames 
the democratic party for the defeat of 
the measure. The record, however, shows 
that every one of the populist members 
ef congress voted with the republicans 
against the Dill. It was the obstruction 
they threw in the way of the democrats 
that kept the bill from becoming a law.”

An immense crowd, numbering fully 3,000 
persons, was present to cclebrate the occa- 
sion.

A more 
lovely spot it woulé@ be hard, indeed, to 
find. The magnificent oaks and the state- 
ly elms vied with each other in the cool, 
refreshing and delicious shade they spread 
cver the green, velvety grass. 

Ihe association was called to order at 
half-past 9 o’clock by’ its presidént, Hon. 
John W. McCurdy. An eloquent prayer 
was then offered by Rév. Mr. Weaver, 
the chaplain of the association.

SHE WAS INDIGNANT. 


A Mother Complains Because Her Babe 
Was Taken Away. 

Several weeks ago a white baby was dis- 
covered in a hotise occupied by negroes on 
Gilmer street. It was in the care of a col- 
ored girl who could give no plausible ex- 
planation as to the presence of the ehi!ld in 
the place. She said she didn’t know who its 
parents were or where they lived. A youpg 
white girl, she said, brought the baby to 
her house one night with a bundle of 
clothes. The girl stated that she was going 
away and asked the negro to take care of 
her baby until she returned. 

The matter was reported to Chief Connol- 
ly by a patrolman and the chief made ar- 
rangements to have the child taken in at 
the Home of the Friendless. The child was 
therefore removed from the negro settle- 
ment and carried out to the home. 

Yesterday ‘a sad-faced young ,woman 
called at police headquarters, She carried 
in her arms a baby covered up in a big 
shawl. 

‘“‘They had no right,’”’ she said to Captain 
Thomson, ‘‘to take my child away and 
carry itout tothat place. Lleftit with the 
nurse and she was caring for it while I was 
on a visit to my home in Campbell county. 
Some of my neighbors were looking after 
the baby and they knew it was there.’”’ 

The woman, who gave her name as Mrs. 
Brewer, claimed also that the child had, 
been ill treated at the Home of the Friend- 
less. She sobbed frantically and went into 
wild bursts of hysterics. Finally the woman 
controlled herself enough to make it known 
that she was going away again and desired 
that the child remain in the care of the 
nurse. The captain told her that it could 
not be done and she left the station house 
in a very indignant mood. She is rather 
good-looking and talks intelligently. She 
arrived in Atlanta yesterday morning and 
went at once to the home for the child.
